Tlie Color of Animals.

THE COXJBY MOVKMKNT. 


The resolution introduced by Sena- 


tor Allen of Nebraska to investigate 
the alleged police clubbing at the Na- 
tional Capital on May 1st came up in 
the Senate last week. 


Gordon said the Coxey movement 


was the child of the paternal theory of 
government and the remedies for the 
existing conditions were to be found in 
the decentralization of power. Stew- 
art maintained Btrenuously that Coxey 
had committed no offense, and discus- 
sing the general condition of the coun- 
try, attributed the depression to the 
monetary policy of the government. 
Hoar said Coxey knew the law and 
went to the Capital with the deliberate 
intention of violating it. Teller favored 
the resolution, and said Coxoy was a 
law-abiding citizen. 
He and his fol- 


lowers trudged to Washington through 
mud and rain and were entitled to re- 
spectful consideration. He did not ap- 
prove the statute under which they 
were arrested and did not think the 
Senate could ref i< -< to investigate the 
police clubbing, i..,,! h«, Teller, would 
furnish 
the 
names 
of 
witnesses. 


Whether Coxey was a cr .ak or not did 
not matter. His statements are absurd, 
as were those of manj' others put for- 
ward in the hour of distress, but his 
scheme was not wicked. It only asked 
Congress to provide work for the un- 
employed. 


As everybody who expresses the 


least sympathy for the three millions 
of unemployed in the United States, is 
denounced as u crank or un anarchist, 
Senators Allen, Stewart and Toller, 
according to the gold bug test, must be 
set down as belonging to one or the 
other of these two classes. Unem- 
ployed men, probably some of whom 
are such from choice, but a large ma- 
jority of whom are idle from necessity, 
ask Congress to pass a bill to give them 
employment 
improving the 
public 


highways. Others have made similar 
requests before the industrial army 
was heard of. 
Nearly every bicycle

CONGRESSIONAL 
PROCKKDINGH. 


A

Congressman Patterson of Tennessee 


has introduced u bill to provide for the 
ss'.u of short term three per cent 
bond.;, redeemable in coin, the pro- 
ceeds to be used for maintaining the 
parity between gold and silver; to 
abolish the tux on State banks; to tax 
national bank notes one-quarter of one 
per cent, and allow the banks to issue 
notes to the amount of the par value 
of the bonds deposited in the Treasury, 
and to coin $55,156,537 of the silver bul- 
lion now in the Treasury, the coins to 
become a part of the cash assets of the 
Treasury. 


This is a mixed measure, probably 


intended to please everybody and yet 
not satisfactory to anybody It aims 
togetgoldbug support by providing 
for the issuance of bomK and votes 
from the silver men by providing for 
the coinage of the seigniorage. It bids 
for State bank influence by repealing 
the ten per cent tax on State bank cir 
culatiou, and courts National bank 
failure by authorizing such banks to 
issue notes equal in amount to the par 
value of their bonds. The assertion 
that nine-tenths of the people want 
more money put in circulation to re- 
lieve the stringency, and that not more 
than one in ten persons ask for a bond 
issue, is doubtless very nearly correct 
The demands of the majority are un 
heeded in Congress, while that of the 
tenth man recieves due consideration.

MURDERKR LYNCHED. 


Fifty Mask oil Men .Marched to the Jail 


*ml i'ook the Prisoner. 


STKONQ CITY, (Kan.), May 14.—The 


great excitement which prevailed all 
day Friday, and which nearly culmin- 
ated in the lynching of George Rose 
the murderer of Postmaster Karl Kubl 
of Cottonwood Falls, broke out again 
last night, and at 11 o'clock a mob of 
50 masked men marched to the jail and 
called Sheriff Murdock to the door. 


As soon as the Sheriff opened the 


door he was overpowered by the mob, 
who placed pistols to his head, and 
conducting him to the door of the cell 
occupied by Rose, commanded him to 
unlock it. He was finally compelled 
to do so under threats that the mob 
would have the man they sought even 
if they had to pull the jail down. 
Every approach to the jail and court- 
house was carefully guarded by armed 
members of the mob. 


After securing the prisoner the mob 


marched east to a railroad bridge. 
In the meantime word had reached the 
citizens of the town generally, and a 
crowd of fully 1,000 people gathered to 
see the murderer lynched. A rope was 
placed around his neck and be was 
asked if he had anything to say to 
which be replied: 


"I^suppose it is of no use to talk. 


You are here to hang me. I should 
have preferred a trial by law." 


He was asked if that was all and re- 


plied : 


" Yes, except that I hope God will 


have mercy on my soul." 


He was then bound and given a push 


off the bridge, falling about ten feet, 
breaking his neck and dying almost 
Instantly. 
The lynchers then disap- 


peared leaving the body dangling be- 
tween Cottonwood river and the bridge.

LODGE'S SENTIMENTS.

throat of the great volcano in Krakatoa, ! 
an islet lying in the straits of Sunda, | 
betwen Sumatra and Java, at 10 o'clock j 
on Monday morning, August 27, 1883, ' 
says a writer in the Youth's Companion : , 


As that dreadful Sunday night wore | 


on the noise increased in iutansity and i 
frequency. The explosions succeeded j 
each other so rapidly tnat a contin- j 
uous roar seemed to issue from the 
island. The critical moment was now 
approaching, and the outbreak was 
preparing for a majestic culmination. 
The people of Batavia did not sleep 
that night. The 
wind- - quivered 


with the thunders 
from Krakatoa, 


which resounded like the discharge of 
artillery in their streets. Finally at 10 
o'clock on Monday morning a stupend- 
ous convulsion took place, which far 
transcended any of the shocks which 
had preceded it. This supreme effort 
it was which raised the mightiest noise 
ever heard on this globe. Batavia is 
ninety-five miles distant from Kraka- 
toa. At Caramon, Java, 355 miles away, 
reports were heard on that Sunday 
morning which led to the belief that 
there must be some vessel in the dis- 
tance which was discharging its guns 
as signals of. distress. The authorities 
sent out boats to make a search, they 
presently returned as nothing could be 
found in want of succor. The reports 
were sounds which had come all the 
way from Krakatoa. At Macassar, in 
Celebes, loud explosions attracted the 
attention or everybody. Two steamers 
were hastily sent out to find what was 
the matter. The sounds had traveled 
from the straits of Sunda, a distance 
of 9G9 miles. But mere hundreds of 
miles will not suffice to illustrate the 
extraordinary distance to which the 
greatest noise that was ever heard was 
able to penetrate. The figures have to 
be expressed in thousands. This seems 
almost incredible, but it is certainly 
true. Iu the Victoria plaine, West 
Australia, the shepards were startled 
by noises like heavy cannonading. It 
was sometime afterward before they 
learned that their tranquility had been 
disturbed by the grand events then 
proceeding at Krakatoa, 1,700 miles 
away.
